Its contents 
have not been disclosed but it is 
understood Tito assured Kennedy 
that Yugoslavia intends to show 
independence of both Moscow and 
the West. It also doubtlessly reit­ 
erated the Yugoslav position that 
closer Yugoslav-Soviet relations 
should not spoil relations with the 
West, especially the United States.

Comparisons between Sir Winston Churchill, 
retiring from the House of Commons after 
a long lifetime of service to Britain, and 
members of the U.S. Congress, living or 
dead, are absurd. 
The United States does not have 
the 
parliamentary 
s y s t e m that 
made 
the 
Churchill legend possible. He could not have 
happened here. 
He almost didn’t happen in Bntain either 
—and that needs to be remembered. Those 
who are amusing themselves by speculating 
that he might use his honorary U.S. citizen­ 
ship to run for Congress, after the United 
Kingdom constitutes its next House of Com­ 
mons. should acknowledge in all good grace 
that the Churchills of this world survive by 
narrow squeaks. 
If a Churchill reached the U.S. House of 
Representatives, even the U.S. Senate, he 
would be up against a tough proposition for 
survival. 


IF HE SPOKE courageously for what he 
believed, his constituents would tear him 
apart over every point of disagreement. His 
associates would beat his brains out for 
thwarting their pet scheme.*. 
They would stay away from his speeches 


on the floor of the House. Commentators 


would castigate him for ideas that did not 


coincide with their own. 


His opponents would amass slush funds to 
underwrite the cost of unseating this dis­ 
turbing element in their midst. Cartoonists 
would lampoon him. His jealous peers would 
rant and rave about him. 


He would have to die to get the praise 
no one heaped on him when he was alive 
and unpopular. This has been, in fact, the 
singular thing about Sir Winston. He did not 
have to die to win praise. 


PRAISE began to shower down on him 
in 1945 after the opposition won a postwar 
parliamentary election and he resigned as 
prime minister. It became a deluge after 
1955. when he made way as a retreaded 
prime minister for his heir-apparent, An­ 
thony Eden. 
Ameicans should let themselves have no 
misapprehensions 
about how 
much they 
would have appreciated Winston Churchill 
had he served them. instead of the British. 
They would have tried to beat him to 
death with the stuffing out of their shirts, 
just like the English. 


Available For The Lightning 


A Washington reception for Michigan Gov. 
George Romney and Mrs. Romney has led 
to speculation that it might be his opening 
move in a campaign for the Republican 
presidential nomination in 1964, 
Gov. Romney, of course, disclaims report* 
he had his eye on a presidential nomination. 
.Sen. Barry Coldwater protests that he is not 
thinking about the nomination, either. Form­ 
ally. even Gov. Nelson Rockefeller of New 
York denies he is hoping the presidential 
lightning might strike him, though he ob­ 
viously is exposing himself to all the political 
gods who will control the thunder and lightn­ 
ing in 1964 
This denial of intent while in hot pursuit 
of the rabbit is a standard political be­ 
haviorism 
A candidate must never admit 
he is seeking the office he is seeking until 
he thinks he has nothing to lose by saying so. 


V IT THERE simply is no such thing in 
high-level politics as an office that seeks a 
man without all-out, systematic cooperation 
by the man 
Sometimes this seems to make no sense, 
but most of the time it does 
It is a 
m atter of commitment. 
A would-be presidential candidate does not 
attain the role or play it alone. He cannot 
play it at all without strong support from

It was Pena who on March 27 
announced that there would no 
longer Ik* any wage increases. He 
put it this way: 
“ Now, instead 
of 
asking for 
raises . . . we expect . . . socialist 


wage scales which do not force 
us to continue along the path of 
capitalist-inherited wage anarchy. 


ANTICIPATING workers’ anger, 
Pena said: 
“Whoever accuses socialism of 
imposing sacrifices on us is an 
untutored person, an ill-advised 
person, or is a malintentioned im­ 
becile, or a counterrevolutionary 
without shame!” 
Instead of wage increases, Pena 
offers the workers’ groups a red 
flag 
if 
they 
meet 
produc­ 
tion speeds. “The United Party of 
the Revolution will award a red 
flag,” Pena said, “every IO days 
to the sugar mill or farm that 
has achieved a IOO per cent daily 
production 
for 
IO 
consecutive 
days.” 
For those Cuban lalxir officials 
who are still sufficiently courag­ 
eous to attempt to defy the bquida- 
tion. there is purge and prison. 
Many have been forced out of of­ 
fice and thou- locals reorganized 
and merged.

ist party. This 
was a gain of 
more than one 
million 
o v e r , 
their 
previous 
strength 
a n d David Lawrence 
means an additional 25 seats in 
Parliament, so that 
they now 
have the second largest number 
of seats in the chamber — 166 
as against the 260 of the party 
called Christian Democrats. 
Yet Communism itself has been 
vehemently opposed by the Vati­ 
can. Also, the overwhelming ma­ 
jority 
of 
Italians 
are 
Roman 
Catholics. 
About five years ago, this cor­ 
respondent happened to be seated 
on a train alongside a Catholic 
bishop who had been attending 
the 
annual 
conference 
of 
the 
Catholic bishops in Washington. 
The conversation turned toward 
the influence of the Roman Catho­ 
lic church in opposing commun­ 
ism in different countries of the 
world. This correspondent asked 
the Catholic prelate the following 
question: 
“Why is it that in Italy, where 
nearly everybody is a Catholic, 
there are so many Communists?” 
The bishop answered unhesitat­ 
ingly and forthrightly: 
“ If I had been born and raised 
in Italy, and if I had not become 
a priest, I believe I might well 
have become a Communist.” 
The explanation that followed 
was along the same bne that one 
hears today with reference to this 
same problem in I^atin America, 
where the Catholic church is also 
the dominant reUgious influence 
in every country there. 


THE MAIN POINT is that eon- 
nomic and social conditions have 
caused people rn the lowest in­ 
come groups to grasp at commun­ 
ism as a means of improving 
their lot. The church has no way 
to influence economic trends 
Italy today is rated high in eco­ 
nomic growth and is enjoying a 
kind of national prosperity. But 
inflation prevails, and this is hurt­ 
ing the low-incnme groups. The 
men in business have not solved 
the problem of better wages for 
the 
middle and 
lower income 
classes. 
Again and again in connection 


with Latin America, for instance, 
it has been asserted by citizens 
o f this country who are familiar 
with conditions to the south of us 
that “foreign aid,” through the 
Alliance for Progress or any oth­ 
er medium, cannot of itself as­ 
sure that the incoming funds will 
percolate down to those who need 
better pay so as to provide an 
improvement in living standards. 


Criticism is widespread that • 
better distribution of national in­ 
come is needed in most Latin 
countries and, incidentally, neith­ 
er 
Italy 
nor 
France 
is 
an 
exception. 


Despite the popularity of Gen. 
de Gaulle, for instance, there is 
widespread discontent among the 
farmers and low-income groups in 
France. Strikes are frequent. 


ITALY’S LEADERS in all par- 
ties are well aware of the basic 
economic factors that are affect­ 
ing politics but there is no agree­ 
ment among the leaders of the 
varioas parties as to how to han­ 
dle the dilemma. The effort of 
Premier Fanfani in recent months 
to move toward the “left” didn’t 
seem to hold in line the voters 
who wanted to go even further 
toward the left, and hence em­ 
braced the Communist party. 
Meanwhile, the liberal party, 
composed 
largely of conserva­ 
tives, gained one million votes. 
So the “middle of the road” poll- 
cies cost the premier votes from 
both 
radical and non - radical 
supporters. 
Ifs not clear to the outside 
world how much influence Mos­ 
cow has wielded in recent months 
inside the Italian Communist par­ 
ty. Not a single Russian appears 
openly. The same thing is true in 
other countries where the Com­ 
munist party is led by native 
sons with a socialistic or left­ 
wing proclivity. 


COMMUNIST political parties in 
these countries are usually com­ 
posed of apparently loyal citizens 
who, while they may at times ex­ 
press a sympathy with Moscow * 
aims internationally, endeavor to 
keep out of international affair* 
and focus instead on domestic 
factors of discontent. 


Italy’s election is a significant 
development. It s a warning to all 
I^atin countries that the influence 
i*f the Catholic church will con­ 
tinue to be exerted effectively in 
personal religion, but it will not 
be able by itself to block the ris­ 
ing tides of discontent due to do- 
mestie politics and local economic 
factors.

While I was in Texas a small 
newspaper '-tory’ said that a Re­ 
publican had been chosen mayor 
by the city council of Fort Worth.

The Ohio Supreme Court at Col­ 
umbus has reversed a $32,000 
award for the Stover Leslie Fly­ 
ing Service, Inc., for 4.4 acres of 
land in California Hollow utilized 
in the construction of the new 
Freeway. 


A Common Pleas Court jury in 
M a r c h 1981 awarded the firm 
$28,700 for the land — a former 
stone quarry — and $4,000 f o r 
damages. Tile Ohio Highway De­ 
partment had offered $1,825 for 
the hillside land and $600 dam 
*g*»- 
The state appealed the decision 
to the 7th District Court of Ap­ 
peals whieh in March 1962 af­ 
firmed the jury award. 
However, the Ohio Supreme 
Court Wednesday reversed both 
the lower courts, and referred the 
case back to Common P l e a s 
Court, ruling that the trial court 
admitted evidence prejudicial to 
the highway department.

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Ohio Senate 
Delays Action 
On ‘Blite Law’ 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-Ohio’s 
Sunday sales law may be straight­ 
ened out in this session of the 
legislature, but don’t count on it 
There is a general feeling in 
the Senate that a House-approved 
bill, nurtured carefully by Rep. 
Edmund James, R-Noble, will not 
be the vehicle to bring the prob­ 
lem out of the wilderness. 
The only apparent alternative is 
a bill by Sen. Kline L. Roberts, 
R-FranJdin, to water the bill down 
to a $5-to-$25 fine for every vio­ 
lation of the Sunday closing law. 
Senate Majority leader C. Stan­ 
ley Mechen says it will be at 
least a week or two before sen­ 
ators are in a position to say def­ 
initely that the House-passed bill 
is dead or that the Roberta bill 
is alive. 
Right now. Sunday sales pro­ 
hibitions are an admitted mess 
Neither police nor courts are sure 
how to deal with the situation 
Court interpretations have varied 
so widely there might as well be 
no law at all. 
Present 
law, 
unchanged 
for 
more than a century because of 
a religious - based prohibition 
against “ common labor” on Sun­ 
day, still prevails, although large­ 
ly ignored. 
Now it appears the Sunday- 
closing issue may remain hanging 
in the air for another two years. 
The Roberts proposal, which 
could be considered a cheap price 
of doing business on a forbidden 
day. doesn’t appear to have sub­ 
stantial backing. 
The James proposal, reached 
after weeks of study in the House, 
would eliminate the present reli­ 
gion - backed prohibition against 
common labor on Sunday and sub­ 
stitute a prohibition against Sun­ 
day sales of property, with cer­ 
tain exceptions. 
There are at least two proposals 
before the legislature to abandon 
all restrictions on Sunday sales, 
but they show no capability of 
going anywhere. 
Before going home for the week­ 
end Thursday, House members de­ 
cided it was time to give voters 
a chance to know who is running 
for o f f i c e — John Jones, the incum­ 
bent, or John Jones, a rank out­ 
sider. 
They passed and sent to the 
Senate a bill giving an office 
holder 
seeking 
reelection first 
choice of how his name shall ap­ 
pear on the ballots when an op­ 
ponent has the same name. 
The idea is to permit the per­ 
son who holds the job a break by 
allowing the word •‘incumbent’’ 
to appear with his name on the 
ballot.

Vt teaspoon salt 
Vi teaspoon pepper

I 8-ounce can tomato sauce 
Cut steak in two slices. Pound 


each slice until it is a b o u t 
Vi inch thick, sprinkle with 
meat tenderizer.

CHICAGO (AP)—At what point 
may a citizen use a gun to protect 
his property? 
A lively debate in Chicago on 
that question is posed by the case 
of Mario Fagnani, 32, a mechani­ 
cal engineer. 
Fagnani told police he woke 
early Sunday, and saw four youths 
pushing his car from the drive­ 
way of his West Side home. He 
snatched up a pistol, ran down­ 
stairs and fired. 
Juan Figueroa, 18. was shot in 
the left leg. He was carried away 
by his companions in another auto 
that police said had been stolen. 
For the shooting Fagnani was 
charged with reckless conduct. If 
convicted, he could face a maxi­ 
mum penalty of one year in prison 
or a $1,000 fine. 
The charge was filed under a 
new Illinois Criminal Code adopt­ 
ed last year. Under the code a 
person may use force likely to 
cause great injury or death only 
if he reasonably believes such 
force is necessary to prevent the 
commission of a crime that car­ 
ries the threat of violence. 
Soon authorities began to ex­ 
press conflicting opinions. 
Police Supt 0. W. Wilson said 
the code gives “ added advantage 
to the criminal element.” and 
dovetails with a nationwide trend 
in that direction. 
Judge Richard B. Austin of the 
U.S. District Court, chairman of 
a committee of lawyers who draft­ 


ed the code, defended it. He tossed 
a pencil on his desk and asked a 
reporter: “ If you steal that pencil 
and run out of here, ani I en­ 
titled to shoot you?” 
Fagnani. free on $200 bond, will 
have a hearing May 14 in Boys 
Court.

Dear Folks: Along ab out the 


tim e our daffodils and daisies 
b loom. . .so do all of our neigh­ 


b ors flowers, we all have yellow 


daffodils and white daisies. 


Here’s how I make mine dif­ 


ferent. I dye those pretty things! 


I cut them after the dew has left 


and they are quite dry. Usually 


along ab out noon they will b e 


real thirsty for anotfier drink. 
Don't give ’em just plain water. 


Take some of your food color­ 
ing (the same kind you keep in 
your kitchen to color cakes and 
icings) and pour ab out a tea.spoon- 
fiil into an old fruit jar. 


.Add a little dab of water. Not 
over two tab le-spoons. We only 
want the colored water to b e 
ab out one-eighth of a inch deep. 
You will have a .strwig colored 
dye now.

IN AN HOUR or so you will 
b egin to see them change. These 
may b e left only an hour or so 
for light coloring oi even as long 
as overnight for deep 
colors. 
(CJiildren get such a thrill from 
watching the dye go up through 
the veins and tint the b lossom. 
Most amazing thing you ever 
.saw.) 


When the b los.som reaches the 
desired cdlor, rinse the b ottom of 
the .stems (w you can snip that 
last half inch with snippers) and 
arrange as usual. 


For wdiite flowers, any color nr 
mixtures of coloring may he used. 


For yellow flowers, red coloring 
turns a b eautiful orange and cop­ 
per tone, depending on how strong 
you make your color. 


Blue coloring will turn a yellow 
flower pale green and chartreuse. 


It is very b eautiful if you have 
a b owl of daffodils to remove 
half of the flowers from the color­ 
ing within an hour and leave the 
other half longer. Some will b e 
darker than others. 
Two or three different colors of 
! flowers may b e mixed together in 
one flower arrangement. 
I don’t know of many kinds of 


j flowers that cannot b e dyed this 
' way. Try it. Cake and food color- 
' ing is cheap. It’s prob ab ly in your 
kitchen on the shelf right now. 


AND DONT forget that these 
colorings can b e mixed to make 
all kinds of colors.

JOBS: The unemployment pic­ 
ture changed little in April, de­ 
spite record numbers of workers 
holding jobs. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
announced Thursday that the un­ 
employment rate, seasonally ad­ 
justed, was 5.7 per cent, “not sig­ 
nificantly changed from the 5.6 
pw cent rate registered both in 
March 1963 and April 1962.”

ANSWER: It depends upon what Ptolemy you are speaking 
about There was a long line of Ptolemy* who were kings in 
ancient Egypt; Cleopatra belonged to this family. But the 
Ptolemy we generally conned with the name was the Greek 
geographer and astronomer Claudius Ptolemy, who lived about 
150 A D. 
He studied earth, stars and the universe, and put his knowl­ 
edge together in a famous 13-volume book which became known 
as the Almagest, a word meaning the greatest—or as we would 
say today, the most. In the map to the right, we show what 
the people of ancient Greece knew about the world 
As you 
can see. a great deal of it was still unexplored. 
Most people thought the earth was flat. Ptolemy guessed 
the truth, that it was round, but Ptolemy made a big error in 
his calculations. He thought the earth was much smaller than 
it really is. Because of this. it seems to him that the eastern 
countries with their fabulous riches lay only a short distance 
to the west of the known world It was this belief which en­ 
couraged Columbus in sail west 
If he had known the truth, 
he might not have had the courage to sail west and discover 
the new world.

WASHINGTON (AP) - As the 
heroes gathered with the Presi­ 
dent, the memories came back— 
of acara and battles, of the friends 
they saved and the friends they 
lost. 
‘‘It’s one of those things you 
don’t talk about,” a winner of the 
Medal of Honor said as he used 
a cane to get across the White 
House lawn on one leg. He lost 
the other in the punitive expedi­ 
tion to Mexico 49 years ago. 
They shook banda with Presi­ 
dent Kennedy, a few in wheel­ 
chairs. one with a steel hand Ken­ 
nedy reached for heartily like all 
the rest. 
Wives had to tell the heroic 
tales for some. Others could rat 
tie off their citations like serial 
numbers. 
These were America’s great 
heroes—234 of the 290 living win­ 
ners of the Medal of Honor invited 
to a lawn party at the White 
House and a handshake from the 
President at a traditional recep­ 
tion for 1,600 military men and 
their wives. 
Hwy won their medals in the 
Spanish-American War, the fight­ 
ing at Vera Cruz, Mexico, the 
Philippine Insurrection, Boxer Re­ 
bellion, two world w an and a 
“police action” in Korea. 
Kennedy, a PT boat hero of 
World War II himself, paid honor 
to all of them in a moving cere­ 
mony in the Rose Garden outside 
his office and ventured it was the 
largest number of Medal of Honor 
winners ever assembled. 
These men, recipients of the 
highest award the United States 


can give for military valor, are 
“our most distinguished American 
citizens.” the President told his 
guests. 
Expressing the country's appre­ 
ciation, Kennedy said “you repre­ 
sent the strong courage of Amen 
cans and their determination to 
defend their country.” 
“While all Americans can’t win 
the Medal of Honor, and while all 
of them can’t fight in far-off 
places, I hope that all are big 
enough and strong enough and 
courageous enough to support 
them.” the President added. 
The Marine Band played Hic 
stirring tunes of fighting men. 
And the colorful Army cere­ 
monial fife and drum unit in co­ 
lonial dress and sparkling bag­ 
pipers added their tunes, including 
‘ Yankee Doodle.”
